Be Rescued” 


R. CHURCHILL at West- 
M minster yesterday said that 

he had not the slightest hesi- 
tation or doubt about the view of 
the country in respect of the Govern- 
ment’s policy regardin Italy, 
‘‘which we are determined to. carry 
through with the utmost vigour.”’ 
He said: ‘‘The Italian people have 
already suffered terribly. Their man- 
hood has been cast away in Africa 
and Russia. Their soldiers have been 
deserted in the field; we have seen 
that ourselves. Their wealth has been 
squandered; their empire lost—irre- 
trievably lost. 

“Now their own beautiful home- 
land must. become a battlefield for 
German rearguards. Even more suf- 
fering lies ahead. They are to be pil- 
laged and terrorised in Hitler’s fury 
and revenge. Nevertheless, as the 
armies of ‘the British Empire and 
United States march forward in Italy 
—as we shall march—the Italian 
people will be rescued from the state 
of servitude and degradation, and 
will be enabled, in due course, to re- 
gain their rightful place among the 
free democracies of the modern 
worid. 

“IT cannot touch upon this matter 
of Italy without exposing myself to 
the question I shall most properly 
be asked—Would you apply this line 
of argument to the German people? 
The case is different. Twice in our 
lifetime, and also three times in that 
of our fathers’, they have plunged 
the world into their wars of expan- 
sion and aggression. They combine 
in the most deadly manner the. quali- 
ties of the warrior and the slave. 

“We are coming to the rescue and 
liberation of Italy. We are prepared 
to place large armies in Italy and 
to deploy a wide, active fighting 
front against the enemy on whatever 
lines he chooses to resist, and to 
maintain the ofíensive. against him

“ From that time on, for a whole 
year, we and our great Allies have 
had almost unbroken success by 
land, by sea, and in the air. 

“ At, the same time that the Desert 
Army has been making its great 
advance, with the conquest of north- 
west Africa and Sicily, the Russian | 
armies have advanced on a thousand 
miles of front from the Volga almost 
to the Dnieper—a distanee in many 
places of more than 500 miles— 
driving before them with prodigious 
slaughter the hordes of Germans who 
had invaded their country and in- 
flicted so many indescribable barbari- 
ties upon its inhabitants. 


BOMB HAVOC 


“This same year victory on land 
has been accompanied by an ever- 
increasing mastery of the air by the 
British, Americans, and ‘Russians 
over the enemy in Europe. The 
weight of bombs discharged by the 
Royal Air Force on Germany in the 
last twelve months is three times 
that of the preceding twelve months. 
The weight of bombs ‘discharged’ in 
the last three months is half as great 
again as that of the preceding three 
months. : : 

“The almost total systematic 
destruction ef many of the centres 
of German wer-effort continues on 
a greater scale and at a greater 
pace. The havoc wrought is 
indescribable. . 

“The effect upon the German war 
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upon U-boat building, are matched 
by those produced upon the life and 
economy of the. whole of that: guilty 
organisation. 

-“* There has been an enormous 
diversion of German energy from the 
war fronts to internal defence against 
air attacks, and the offensive power 
of the enemy has been notably 
crippled thereby. 

‘The enemy is increasingly com- 
pelled to concentrate on building 
fighter aircraft and night-fighter air- 
craft for home defence at the expense 
of his bomber production. He is also 
forced to save his sages. so far as 
possible on all the fighting fronts, 
and is, therefore, restricted to a far 
lower rate of activity than we and 
our allies maintain. Thus he throws 
the burden increasingly upon his 
fully-occupied ground forces. 

“The Royal Air Force alone is at 
present maintaining in action 
throughout the war scene in all the 
theatres nearly fifty per cent. more 
first-line aircraft than Germany.” 
In addition. to this there was the 
United States Air Force in Great 
Britain. |

The confident hope of a meeting 
before the end of the year between 
President Roosevelt, Marsha] Stalin 
and himself was expressed by Mr. 
Churchill, when he told the House of 
Commons that the Soviet Com- 
mander-in-Chief had expressed a 
wish to have an inter-Allied Commis- 
sion set up in the Mediterranean.” ' 

Arrangements have already been 
made, the Prime Minister stated, for 
a tripartite conference between the 
Foreign Secretaries of the three 
countries or their representatives. 
“We shall be represented by the 
Foreign Secretary and the conference 
will take place at an early date. No 
question will be barred from its dis- 
cussions. The whole ground will be 
surveyed.”’ 

Mr. Churchill said also that no 
meeting during this war could carry 
with it so much significance for the 
future of the world as the meeting 
between the heads of the Govern- 
ments of Great. Britain, the United 
States and Russia. ‘‘ Without a 
close, cordial and lasting association 
between Soviet Russia and the other 
great Allies we might find ourselves 
at the end of the war only to have 
entered upon a period of deepening 
confusion.”’

the United States is prepared to 
regard the French National Com- 
mittee as other than a, provisional 
instrument, -and this. view.is fully 
accepted by ‘the members of the 
Committee themselves.

“The month of August was the 
lowest month which we have ever 
had since the United States entered 
the war. In the first fortnight of 
September no Allied ships were 
sunk by U-boat action in any part ‘ 
of the world. This is al r 
unprecedented in the whole history 
of the U-boat struggle, either in 
this war or the last. 

“ Naturally, I do not suggest for 

a moment that this immunity or 

anything like it could possibly con- 

tinue. A new herd of U-boats has | 
been coming out in the last week 
or so into the Atlantic from their 
bases in France and Germany, and 
they ‘have, no doubt, been fitted 
with what is thought to be the best 
and latest apparatus. We for our 
part have not been idle, and we 
await this renewal of the conflict, 
which, in fact, has already begun— 
one convoy is being attacked at the 

Ea time—with sober confidence. 
f they attack the convoys we shall 

be able to attack the U-boats. 


U-BOAT A DAY 


‘‘ In spite, however, of the reduced 
number of U-boats, which have been 
at work since the ‘ May massacr@,’ 
rarely a day passes without us 
getting one of these iill-starred 
vessels. Moreover, United States 
and British air attacks on the 
German bases and building yards, 
and on the factories where the com- 
ponent parts are made, have 
definitely reduced the rate of pro- 
duction of U-boats in Germany. The 
high percentage of killings has 
certainly affected the morale of the 
U-boat crews, and many of the most 
experienced U-boat captains have 
been drowned or are prisoners in 
British and American hands,

Dealing with the war against 
Japan, Mr. Churchill, in his speech 
yesterday, said :—‘*‘ The offensive is 
already on foot on a -considerable 
scale in various parts of the Pacific. 

“The mairt strength of the 
United States is deployed in that 
ocean. The main weight of the 
offensive operations there is in the 
Solomons and New Guinea, where 
General McArthur—an officer of 
outstanding personality—is conduct- 
ing a large scale offensive.” The 
first steps were taken by the eviction 
of the Japariese from Guadalcanal 
and from Papua. New Georgia had 
been cleared of the enemy, and the

Fianna Fail Clubs Seek 
Many Keforms 


CONOMIC discontent among 
F, supporters of the Government 

is reflected in many of the 
numerous resolutions tabled for con- 
sideration at the fifteenth Fianna 
Fail Ard-Fheis, which will take place 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, on 
Tuesday and Wednesday next. 

While political matters, such as 
the Government’s post-war policy in 
relation to ‘‘ Partition,’’ the language 
revival measures, parliamentary elec- 
tion systems, and “‘ offensive public 
statues,’ are brought to the forefront 
in an agenda which contains upwards 
of 400 motions, the greater part of 
this year’s proceedings will be occu- 
pied by consideration of economic, 
social, educational, and public health 
proposals, of much more interest and 
immediate import than national 
aspirations. 

It is significant that sections of 
the Government Party should call 
for rationing of essential commodi- 
ties in short supply and for control 
of prices, against both of which the 
Government have resolutely set their 
faces. It is equally interesting to 
find Fianna Fail cumainn condemn- 
ing the Government for giving more 
than one job to “"y person, and 
expressing the view that the policy 
of one man one job would materially 
velieve unemployment. Demands also 
will be made for the setting up of 
a Ministry of Labour and a Ministry 
of Health, and a resolution urging 
unem- 
ployed men over women, and a ban 
on the employment of women whose 
husbands are working, recalls the 
serious opposition to the Constitu- 
tion itself on these grounds. 


EDUCATION 


On the educational side, the 
recommendations of the clubs suggest 
that immediate steps should be taken 
to teach the principles of the Con- 
stitution in the schools; that the 
school-leaving age should be raised to 
16; physical culture should Ve made 
compulsory in the primary schools ; 
Irish history text books should he 
revised in the primary schools; 
county agricultural colleges should be 
established and attendance should be 
made obligatory for new land- 
owners, while agriculture should be 
included in the primary course. In 
the light of comparatively recent 
events, the demand for a Universi- 
ties Commission to ‘‘ recast the 


Universities’ Charters, and bring 
them into closer consonance with the 
cultural “nd educational needs of the 
nation,” will produce lively dis- 
CL £$10n. 

In spite of the strong defence 
made ior it in the Senate and else- 
where by Government spokesmen, at 
leas: four Fianna Fail clubs still are 
oi opinion that the Censorship of 
Publications Board should be 
reconstructed to allow of repre- 
sentation of the interests affected hy 
censorship, and to provide a way of 
appeal against its decisions. 


FOREIGN CURRENCY 


Among the social measures which 
will be pressed on the Government 
are the increasing of the old age 
pension to 15s. and the abolition of 
the means test. with pensions at 65; 
a post-war plan for social reconstruc- 
tion and employment; the establish- 
ment of an Economic Development 
Commission, financed by the Central 
Bank, and ‘‘the immediate with- 
drawal of all foreign currency in cir 
culation,’’ the declaration of British 
currency as no longer legal tender, 
and the establishment of exchanges 
at the ports. There will be a call 
from Clare for the reduction of 
Ministers’ salaries and deputies’ 
allowances to the 1933 level. 

Dozens of resolutions are directed 
towards a revision of the Military 
Service Pensions Act, 1934, so that 
all members of the LR.A. and kin- 
dred bodies serving from 1916 to 
1923 should be eligible for pensions. 
Emergency Powers Orders are re- 
sponsible for several motions, prin- 
cipal among them being the declara- 
tion that any monopoly of road 
transport or any system of control 
that would have the effect of elimi- 
nating private or co-ordinated owner- 
ship of carrying vehicles would be 
disastrous to the interests of the 
rural districts. 

Resolutions of a political character 
are concerned mainly with partition 
as a post-war policy, dissatisfaction 
with the slow progress of the lan- 
guage revival, the removal of all 
public statues and the dessolution of 
all societies and institutions offensive 
to national sentiment, and a call for 
the abolition of the present method 
of Senate election, and a return to 
the single constituency system, with 
the, abolition of P.R. in respect of 
parliamentary and local government 
elections.

It 
is almost exactly a year, he said, 
since Field-Marshal Rommel was 
almost at the suburbs of Alex- 
andria, and the fall of Egypt 
appeared certain. The miracle 
happened. Rommel’s advance was 
halted and reversed; the reverse 
became a retreat, and within a 
few months General Montgomery’s 
Eighth Army was thrusting,’ with 
scarcely a halt, against Tunisia. 
This year has witnessed not 
merely the elimination of German 
and Italian power from all terri- 
tories outside continental Europe, 


“European fortress’’ itself. 
Tunisia the 
crossed to Sicily and have taken it 
under their charge. 


Italian mainland, .and their 
arrival has synchronised with the 
fall of the Government that had 
ruled Italy for twenty years. The 
second of the three Great Powers 


has sued for peace, but, in accord- 
ance with the unhappy destiny 
which has dogged Italy throughout 
the centuries, has failed to obtain 
it; her.soil provides the field for 
what already have been, and 
threaten to be again, among the 
bloodiest battles of this war. 
Meanwhile, the operations which 
have made all this progress pos- 
sible are in full swing. The

It was not, however, upon the 
past or present that Mr. Churchill 
laid stress, but upon the future. 
“I never regarded this African 
operation,’’ he said, referring to 
the campaign that began at El 
Alamein and French North 
Africa, and now has extended 
itself to Italy, “ as a substitute 
for a direct attack across the 
Channel on the Germans in France 
or the Low Countries.” That 
campaign he describes as a ‘‘ third 
front’; the cross-Channel attack, 
when it comes, will be the real 
‘‘second front,” for which the 
Russians have been appealing 
during the past twelve months and 
more, Mr. Churchill insists that 
this second front will be estab- 
lished. It- ‘‘ exists potentially,” 
are his words, ‘‘but is not yet 
engaged. ... When we and the 
Americans judge the time right, a 
mass invasion of the Continent 
from the west, in combination 
with the invasion from the south, 
will begin.’’ The precise moment 
will depend upon the judgment of 
the Anglo-American Allies—who 
presumably will not act without 
reference to conditions on the 
eastern front. Nothing in the 
history of the past year’s hos- 
tilities, perhaps, has been more 
striking than the collabora- 
tion between the British and 
Americans. An American holds 
supreme command in the Medi- 
terranean theatre of war, an 
Englishman in India, an 
American in the South-West 
Pacific. This morning comes 
“ unofficial’? news that a further 
step towards co-ordination has 
been made with the appointment 
of General George Marshall, the 
United States Army Chief of 
Staff, as ‘‘ virtual global com- 
mander-in-chief of all Anglo- 
American ground, sea and air 
forces in the field.’’ General 
Marshall is reported to have 
corroborated Mr. Churchill’s 
prophecy of a second front: ‘‘ the 
great offensive,’ he says, “in 
which the full strength — of 
America’s armed forces will be 
hurled against the enemy in Ania

Bhiieir; once more, it should ze 
pointed out that the crazy extra- 
vagance of block flats as we know 
them in Dublin is due in the main 
to the ignorance and prejudice of our 
buusing authority. So long as con- 
crete is used as if it were stone, and 
left. un-colour-washed Jike stone, and 
so long as the word ‘ simplify” 
is, left out of the housing authority’s 
departmental vocabulary, so long as 
those responsible do the ostrich act 
and refuse to adapt and modify the 
housing —— of countries like 
America, Sweden and Switzerland, 
so long shall the ratepayers finance 
drab, clumsy block dats, extrava- 
gant ‘through lack of imagination and 
resourcefulness in construction and 
design. 

The most important factor in all 
reconstruction efforts is, surely, the 
fostering of local community 1appi- 
ness. mmunity centres are more 
happily organised in ‘“‘flatted 
areas” where, within easy reach of 
a large mber of children and 
adults, are allotments, parks, play- 
grounds, social and shopping centres. 

Flats within the cleared city areas, 
and cottages without, plus modest 
transport costs to suit the worker— 
this is the three-fold preventative 
measure as well as cure for those
